Nothing more starkly illus- 
trates the danger to government 
than this grossly slanderous 
course of,action, carried on by 
a senator. whom George N.

An FBI file, as Secretary of 
State Dulles properly said, in- 
cludes all sorts of gossip and 
rumors, since every person in- 
vestigated has comments made 
about him to the agents conduct- 
ing the inquiry by enemies, by 
persons who may bear malice 
against him, and so on. In Boh- 
len’s file was a statement by a 
man who did not like Bohlen and 
who said that he knew nothing 
wrong about Bohlen but that he 
once saw him with a person 
whom he, the man being ques- 
tioned, believed to be of dubious 
moral stability. There was no 
proof of the opinion. There 
was no suggestion of anything 
wrong about Bohlen. There was 
no opinion that Bohlen knew any- 
one entertained any such con- 
cept about the man, or that it 
was anything more than a cas- 
ual and chance meeting. 


Procedure 


The procedure is for depart- 
ment heads to evaluate these re- 
ports, and reach a decision. At- 
torney General. Brownell wisely 
has ruled that the complete file 
from FBI investigations may 
not be made public for the rea- 
sons just stated. Yet, McCarthy 
and his crowd demand them. 
They would, of course, publicize 
whatever may have been said by 
persons of irresponsible men- 
talities, or by enemies,or in- 
dividuals bearing secret malice, 
all entirely unsubstantiated and 
not made under oath. To release 
these files, and for McCarthy 
and others to use the material in 
them, is certainly un-American. 

It is known that from the 
White House down there is a 
growing concern that this pre- 
occupation of the smearers with 
driving out of government any 
person who opposes them, will 
soon make it impossible to at- 
tract men to government serv- 
ice. As Secretary Dulles prop- 
erly said, the great thoroughness 
on the FBI reports brings in 
much that is petty, trivial gos- 
sip and unfounded malicious 
rumor. Therefore, they cannot 
be made public but must, of 
course, be evaluated by respon- 
sible executives. 

Ambassador - designate Boh- 
len’s FBI file actually was a 
very remarkable tribute to him 
in that it was voluminous and 
yet contained only a very minor 
amount of unsubstantiated 
gossip.

Meanwhile, Washington was 
stirred. over the week end by a 
news story out of tightly cen- 
sored Moscow. No correspond- 
ent is allowed to send out any 
report which is not first read by 
a political censor. 

The dispatch speculates that 
Western diplomats in Moscow 
believe Charles E. Bohlen will 
have the “historic opportunity” 
to start the wheels rolling for 
a conference between President 
Eisenhower and Premier Georgi 
E. Malenkov. 

Moscow’s political censors also 

permitted the dispatch to *specu- 
late that Russian newspapers 
had not yet published President 
Eisenhower’s statement of last 
Thursday, that he would go 
more than halfway to meet the 
new Soviet leader in the inter- 
ests of peace, because the Krem- 
lin is “‘giving it careful study.” 
. A further surprising content of 
the story from Moscow was that 
since his election, the Soviet 
press has contained no word of 
criticism ‘of the President. 

These, plus other Soviet 
*‘peace”’ statements, are straws 
in the always unreliable Soviet 
winds. But, they are there, and 
therefore are important.

BONN, Germany, March 22 (Pi— 
Chancellor Konrad Adenauer said 
tonight the new Russian leaders 
are speculating that plans for 
Western co-operation will fail and 
permit the Soviet Union to reach 
“its goal of world conquest with- 
out a fight.” 

“The West must not permit this 
to happen,” the Chancellor said. 

Calling for support throughout 
Europe of treaties to create a 
powerful European army and to 
ally West Germany politically with 
the West, Adenauer sai: 

“These treaties are a means of 
lining up the whole free West for 
a victory of freedom and justice. 
When Moscow realizes it cannot 
attain its aims by means of war- 
like measures, the negotiations 
will be more promising.’’ 

Adenauer addressed the annual 
convention of Christian Democrats 
who.have been exiled from Com- 
munist-ruled East Germany. 

Addressing the same meeting, 
Jacob Kaiser, Adenauer’s minister 
for all-German affairs, declared it 
is now up to France whether there 
is to be a European army and a 
united Europe ‘“‘which can survive 
in this atomic age.”’ 

He accused France of trying to 
rob Germany of the industrially 
rich Saar. He demanded the re- 
unification of Germany and return 
of its lost eastern territories, but 


specified that this must be by/: 


peaceful means.. He assailed the 
French for suspecting that a 
rearmed West Germany would 
seek to regain these territories by 
dragging the West into a war 
against Russia.

318 Chinese

TOKYO, Monday, March 23—IP. 
Large Chinese forces savagely 
attacked U. S. Marines and infan- 
trymen Sunday but lost 318 men 
killed or wounded in those clashes 
and assaults by doughty South Ko- 
reans. Attacking North Koreans 
lost 35 men in another raid. 

About 750 Chinese waited for 
the moon to go down and then 
sneaked in their tennis shoes 
into the Marines’ muddy trenches 
on the western front near the 
truce village of Panmunjom. 

The Marines threw the Reds 
back with 112 casualties after 
fighting 35 minutes with bayo- 
nets, grenades and rifles. 

Two Chinese companies at- 
tacked the U. S. Second Division 


at the advance ‘‘Warsaw’’ posi- 
tion near the hook east of the 
Marines’ sector and were beaten 
back with 105 casualties in a 10- 
hour fight. 

The Americans were out of 
contact with their base for 45 
minutes at one point in the sav- 
age struggle.

Israel Ratifies' 
German Pact 
On Payment 


JERUSALEM, March 22 (®—The 
Israeli Cabinet ratified today the 


agreement by which West Ger- 
many promises to pay Israel 822 
million dollars in reparations for 
Nazi persecution of the Jews. 

The agreement was signed in 
Luxembourg last Sept. 10 by For- 
eign Minister Moshe Sharett of 
Israel and Chancellor Konrad Ade- 
nauer of Germany. West Ger- 
many’s Parliament completed rat- 
ification Friday. Israel's parlia- 
mentary commission on foreign 
affairs and security recommended 
ratification yesterday. 

The exchange of ratification in- 
struments, the last step in making 
the agreement effective, will take 
place within two or three days at 
United Nations Headquarters in 
New York, a _ Foreign Office 
spokesman here said. 

Under the agreement, West Ger- 
many will send Israel 715 million 


‘dollars worth of goods in the next 
'12 to 14 years. In addition, Western 


Germany is to pay 107 million dol- 
lars as token compensation for 
Jewish assets seized by the Nazis 
and now unclaimed because there 
are no heirs.

WASHINGTON, March 22 ® — 
Secretary of State Dulles stood be- 
hind Charles (Chip) Bohlen as “‘a 
good security and loyalty risk’’ to- 
day but Sen. McClellan (D-Ark) 
demanded further inquiry into 
Bohlen’s qualifications to be U. S. 
ambassador to Moscow. 

McClellan urged that the State 
Department let its security officer, 
W. R. Scott McLeod, “speak for 
himself’’ on the issue of whether 
he had refused to clear Bohlen. 

Dulles’ official views became 
known today when the Senate For- 
eign Relations Committee released 
testimony taken in a closed door 
session last Wednesday. Dulles en- 
dorsed Bohlen’s loyalty at that 
session and members voted 15 to 0 
to approve his nomination. 


PLEDGE MADE 


The committee also released tes- 
timony by Bohlen, in which the 
veteran foreign service career man 
promised that as ambassador he 
would carry out the orders of Pres- 
ident Eisenhower and Dulles 


| “without a question.”’ 


He said that if he ever disagrees 
with policies of the new adminis- 
tration he will resign and keep his 
mouth shut. 

Bohlen defended the wartime 
Yalta agreements, which have 
‘been under fire by Republicans, 
|and said he had nothing to do with

nist conquest of China. 

McClellan said he is not going to 
be satisfied to vote on Bohlen, 
whose appointment goes before the 
Senate tomorrow for expected 
eventual approval, until he hears 
from McLeod himself. However, 
the Arkansas senator was among 
a small minority of critics of the 
nomination. 


ALERT RAISED 


Dulles, who has denied there is 
any disagreement between himself 
and McLeod, said in his testimony 
that the security officer raised a 

‘warning signal” after reviewing 
results of an FBI investigation of 
Bohlen. He said McLeod “did not 
wish to take the responsibility” of 
clearing him.

To Disabled, 
Bill’s Aim 


WASHINGTON, March 22 (#— 
Rep. Kean (R-NJ) today renewed 
his fight to broaden the social se- 
curity laws so as to make full old- 
age benefits available to workers 
permanently disabied before they 
reach the retirement age of 65. 

Kean announced he is_ intro- 


ducing in the House tomorrow a 
bill under which government old 
age and survivors benefits would 
be paid to disabled workers at the 
same rate they would have re- 
ceived had they worked without in- 
terruption to retirement age. The 
benefits would be based on the 
rate of pay they were receiving at 
the time they became disabled. 
Kean’s bill would keep benefits 
in force without lessening, and 
without further social security 
payments, for the duration of the 
total disability. To qualify, how- 
ever, workers would have to show 
“substantial and recent employ- 
ment.”  . 

‘Enactment of the bill,” Kean 


said, 
monthly benefits beginning with 
July, 1954, for thousands of aged 
persons, widows and orphans now 
receiving benefits. In the future, 
additional thousands of persons 
would have their benefits in- 
creased.”’

Current conciliatory moves by the 
Malenkov government in Moscow is en- 
couraging but must be accepted with 
extreme caution. 

There are yet no concrete proposals 
to ease the tensions between East and 
West nor any real sign that the Soviet 
Union plans a retreat from its policy of 
world. aggression. Until such time as 
sueh concrete proofs are in being, we 
cannot relax. In the meantime, with- 
out letting down our guard, we can 
be hopeful and welcome any opportu~ 
nities for improving relations. 

The new Russian government needs 
time, perhaps, to consolidate its power, 
to improve its trade relations with the 
West in order to improve the living 
standards of its people, and to stamp 
out opposition in the satellite countries. 
It would be foolhardy, however, to in- 
terpret a Russian retreat as anything 
except a temporary: expedient to im- 
prove conditions at home. And the 
even stronger centralization of power 
within a small group. in the Kremlin 

carries no promise of peace. 

President Eisenhower has assured 
the nation that recent Communist at- 
tacks en Allied planes reflect no change 
for the better in the Kremlin’s attitude 
toward the West. He added that there 
can be no thought of reducing this 
country’s combat strength in the face 
of the mounting Soviet buildup of of- 
' fensive power. 

‘Millions of American citizens got a 
good look at what could happen to any 
of our cities with the atomic bomb test 
at Yucca Flat last week. But few of 
them know how vulnerable we are nor 
that our air defenses are wholly inade- 
quate for the formidable task of pro- 
tecting the nation’s industrial heartland 
from atomic attack. 

The National Security Council is 
now considering a detailed study made 
by leading American scientists through 
the Massachusetts Institute of Technol- 
ogy on an Air Force contract. The proj- 
ect required many months of work. It 
points otit that the cities and industry 
of the United States are almost defense- 
less against a Soviet air-atomic attack. 
It warns that we have about two years 
of grace before such an attack could be 
launched. 

The scientists found that the Soviet 
not only possesses the atomic bomb 
but the means to deliver it to United 
States targets. They are known to be 
building intercontinental bombers ‘and 
to have bombers and fighters in being 
able to deliver the lethal weapon. 

In the meantime, present American 
defenses are assessed, as being capable 
of stopping less than one-third of at- 
tacking aircraft. If we are to put any 
trust into this detailed study, we have 
only- a short time to remedy that 
situation. 

The Soviet now has more planes 


in being, is outproducing usin fighters 


and other types of equal or superior 
quality to ours. While we disarmed, 
the Reds built planes.. We still must 
catch up. 

The scientists say that we can be- 
come reasonably secure against atomic 
attack if we are willing to foot the 
bill. We must build up America’s air 
defenses.

Under Serious Threat 


The move by the State Personnel 
Board to discharge half of its 36 em- 
ployees, using the governor’s recent 
economy order as the excuse, is being 
interpreted as an out-and-out political 
move to abolish the state merit system. 
In the face of facts, that interpretation 
seems correct. | 

In the first place, the merit system 
was set up to prevent taxpayers’ money 
from being squandered in political pay- 
off jobs. It was set up to protect career 
employees and to insure efficiency in 
state administration. And yet, with 
meat cleaver tactics, the board has ren- 
dered it ineffective. 

How can 18 employees supervise the 
hiring and firing and efficiency ratings 
of 10,000 state workers? The answer 
is that it cannot do so. If it had been 
possible to get along with fewer, they 
would have been discharged months 
ago. The board should have set an 
example for other departments in this 
respect. 

The Talmadge adnilaistration has 
extended the merit system to cover 
more state employees than any other 
in history. We do not believe, more- 
over, that the governor intended his 
economy order to be so distorted as to 
impair efficiency of his administration. 

We agree with board member Cook 
Barwick that while economy is desir- 
able, the place to start is not with the 
agency that is set up to insure econ- 
omy. We can only conclude that the

action is, indeed, an out-and-out move 
to abolish the merit system. We do not 
believe the people of Georgia want that.

Georgia Agriculture 


Is Stull Improving 


The 1952 annual report of the Uni- 
versity of Georgia Agricultural Exten- 
sion Service, released last week by As- 
sociate Director Walter S. Brown, re- 
veals that Georgia farmers continued 
to push changes leading to a more prof- 
itable agriculture and better farm liv- 
ing. This was true despite a worsening 
price-cost squeeze and a severe drought. 

The report shows, too, that the 
farmer is in a better position than ever 
before to withstand the hazards that 
go with tilling the soil. Foy instance, 
the drought cut back production of corn 
and hay drastically. However, some 
4,400,000 acres of permanent and win- 
ter pastures made it possible to pre- 
vent wholesale ‘moving of cattle to 
markets. 

Although cotton production was 
down 22 per cent, total farm income 
for the state surpassed the previous 
year because farmers no longer depend 
upon cotton as their only source of cash 
income. They now fall back upon live- 
stock, poultry, pulpwood, tobacco, vege- 
tables, peanuts, hay crops and many 
others. 

Reading this report, one gets the 
impression that Georgia is still on the 
march and that, rural or urban, the State 
is a wonderful place in which to live 
and to work. And the Extension Serv- 
ice, working out of Athens, is playing 
a major role in the progress parade.

Bohlen Appoin tment 


Is a Major Test 


We are pleased that the Eisenhower 
is refusing to buckle 
down to McCarthy, McCarran and 
Bridges in their campaign to destroy 
Charles E. Bohlen—to prevent his be- 
coming ambassador to Russia and to 
discredit him in the eyes ofthe public 
with lies and innuendos. 

McCarthy’s efforts to take over the 
country’s foreign policy,:to play poli- 
tics with it and to drive out the career 
people simply because they served un- 
der Roosevelt and Truman poses a great 
danger. To discard these people is as 
foolish as would be wholesale discharge 
of all Army officers who served during 
the previous administrations. 

Bohlen will survive the attacks of 
the senators, but his reputation will be 
damaged. As the State department’s 
leading available expert on Soviet Rus- 
sia, his appointment is logical and his 
record is worthy. The other top Rus- 
sian expert, George F. Kennan, is now 
cooling his heels awaiting some new 
assignment that may not be forthcom- 
ing. After Bohlen’s treatment, he will 
probably be retired without another 
appointment. We are not so overrun 
with trained men that we can discard 
them at will. But that seems to be the 
McCarthy aim. 

Mr. Kennan himself in- a recent 
speech outlined what is happening in 
these words: “As things stand today, I 
can see no reason why malicious people 


should have any particular difficulty- 


in rendering unavailable for service to 
this country almost any person whom 
they might select for this treatment. 
All that is necessary is to release a spate 
of rumors and gossip and demands for 
investigation.” And that is what Mc- 
Carthy does. 

The President’s stand on Bohlen and 
Congress’ prompt approval of his ap- 
pointment will be a beginning in restor- 
ing the morale and efficiency of the 
State department.

Gen. Spaatz Seite 
Far East Victory 


WASHINGTON, March 22—Has the tide 
in the world really changed toward peace? 
If it has, it is quite possible that the reso- 
jute policy lately adopted by the United 
States in the Far East has tipped. the 
scales and Be nncony Malenkov to realize that 

the Peiping-Moscow 
team is in for a_ real 
defeat in the Far East 
in a matter of months. 

So much pessimism 
has prevailed to the 
effect that the Korean 
War cannot be won that 
it is refreshing to get 
a military appraisal 
from a fighting com- 
mander who is ready 


now to forecast defeat — 


for Red China and the Soviet Union without 
involving“a third world war. 

This appraisal comes from Gen. Carl 
Spaatz, the famous air commander of 
World War II who fought in the Far East 
as well as in Europe. 

In Newsweek, General Spaatz makes 
his observations after a trip to the Far 
East made since President Eisenhower de- 
neutralized the U. S. Seventh Fleet. The 
general traveled to Korea with Harold Tal- 
bott, the new Secretary of the Air Force. 


“The. strategic position of the United - 


Nations in the Far East,” says General 
Spaatz, “has changed—and definitely for 
the better—in the last few months. “Presi- 
dent Eisenhower’s order revoking the ear- 
lier Formosa neutralization policy unques- 
tionably was assigned an exaggerated im- 
portance by the press when it was first 
announced. But in the subsequent reaction, 
the real importance of the order has been 
too drastically discounted.” 

This really means the public ‘got the 
erroneous impression ftom what critics 
said that Chiang Kai-shek and his Nation- 
alist forces would invade the mainland im- 
mediately. In reality the step was de- 
signed to have long-range effects. Only 
now it is becoming mianifest that Red 
China sees it also as an ultimate rather 
than an immediate tactic, but not. less 
important to the future victory of the UN 
forces. 

“Actually the Chiang forces,’’ continues 
General Spaatz, ‘“‘have so high a military 
potential that they can be decisive, in the 
long run, in the fight between western 
democracy and Soviet tyranny for the 
future of the whole vast territory of Asiatic 
complex.’’ 

Although more than 130,000 American 
casualties have been incurred in Korea, 
certain British influences want to reward 
the aggressor and the principal argument 
is that the UN cannot win the war in the 
Far East anyway, so it’s best to surrender. 

General Spaatz commanded the combat 
missions that helped to save Britain from 
the Nazi bombers, so his words might well 
be respected in Britain. 

Churchill and Eden understand the sit- 
uation}; but they are often frustrated by 
the pro-Communist attitude of their polit- 


ical opponents, some of whom would rather 


alienate a substantial segment of Ameri- 
can publie opinion than offend Red China 
and the SoViet Union, even though the 
latter is sending munitions to. help kill 
United Nations soldiers.

Women Work 


From N ecessity 


During the war women worked for patri- 
otic reasons, plus the fact they found the 
money useful. Today there are more 
women in our labor force than ever before, 
and the reason appears to be economic 
necenaity, Husbands must have help to 

eae sy keep the family from 
“2 being dragged under 
“= by high tides of infla- 
;. tion. 
¢ Though this isgnera 
of prosperity, there are 
many families flirting 
with the specter of pure 
and simple poverty. 
The figures support- 
ing this assertion are so 
stark one believes them 
with difficulty. In 1949 
the median family income in Georgia was 
$1,898, and that includes the bring-home 
pay of everyone in the family who worked: 
father, mother, son, daughter, as the case 
might be. 

This median income is due to the large 
number of families with income of such 
microscopic character one can scarcely 
see it. Sixteen per cent of Georgia fami- 
lies reported in 1949 an income of less 
than $500. Twelve and a half per cent had 
incomes between $500 and $999. Only 7.1 
per cent had incomes between $3,000 to 
$3,499. Income bracketed between $5,000 
to $5,999 included only 4.2 per cent. The 
$10,000 and over familjes represented a 
percentage of 1.7. 

These figures, based on a 20 pé@r cent 
sample during the 1950 census, explain why 
women work outside the home. 

Of course there are many single—or 
“career’’—girls in business, and there are 


some women working just because they» 


want to, but economic evidence indicates 
most work because they have to. 

How extensive is such employment? 

During 1950 there were 1,299,254 per- 
Sons in Georgia’s civilian labor force; 904,- 
067 of that number were men and 39, 187— 
or 31.7 per cent—were women. 

With the economic’ background outlined 
above one can see that any action calcu- 
lated to bring down the cost of living 
would be of widespread consumer interest. 
In this connection, one recalls the recent 
declaration by the milk board chairman 
‘the two Atlanta newspapers’’ 
have requested a reduction in the price 
of milk. 

Certainly sucu action would bring no 
howls of anguish from the 16 per cent of 
Georgia’s families with income of less than 
$500, or from the 12.5 per cent of the fami- 
lies with income between $500 and $999. 
Only the.1.7 per cent families in the ‘‘over- 
$10,000’ class would be in a position not 
to give a hoot. 

All elements must be appraised in the 
milk situation, however. If in order to give

Pulse of the Public 


Fulton Manager Tells Why Creation 
Of 118 County Jobs Was Necessary 


Atlanta—An editorial in the March 9 
Constitution criticized the creation of extra 
Fulton County jobs and suggested the cur- 
rent grand jury let the people know the 
facts about ‘‘swollen county employment.”’ 

Fulton County created 118 new positions 
in 1952 after the Plan of Improvement took 
effect. Below is a detailed analysis of all 
these positions arranged by departments. 

Legislation abolished the city health 
department, the county health department 
now having jurisdiction over the entire 
city of Atlanta except that portion in De- 
Kalb County. The public health program 
is being strengthened and six new posi- 
tions have been established. Legislation 
abolished the city board of. tax assessors 
and there is now a joint city-county board 
assessing all property for the city and 
county. The law required a 1-mill spe- 
cial tax to finance a property reappraisal 
for tax purposes to be completed by Jan. 
1, 1955. Reappraisal of approximately 250,- 
000 properties within a two-year period is 
a gigantic undertaking, requiring a maxi- 
mum staff of approximately .100 temporary 
employees, 49 of whom had been employed 
by the close of 1952. 

Legislation abolished the city property 
tax collection department and the county 
tax commissioner is required by law, effec- 
tive this year, .to collect all property taxes 
for Atlanta (except in DeKalb County), the 
date for payment being advanced from 
November to July and permitting three in- 
stallment payments. This has required 
installation of a modern electric accounting 
machine system to calculate and distribute 
the amounts to various governmental agen- 
cies for whom taxes are collected. In- 
stallation of this system requires employees 
trained in operation of the mechanical 
equipment; and 40 persons have been em- 
ployed for the purpose. 

There is, apparently, a mistaken opin- 
ion that all county government functions 
have been restricted under the Plan of 
Improvement to the function of maintain- 
ing a comparatively few miles of country 
roads and, therefore, all departments in 
the general county government should ma- 
terially reduce expenditures and services. 
Careful analysis of required services of the 
constitutional officers and departments op- 
erating on a countywide basis which also 
serve the city, such as the health depart- 
ment, welfare department, hospital, school 
department, tax assessors, tax collector, 
all represented in the total county tax bill, 
will prove the Plan of Improvement, con- 
tinued industrial and population increases 
are responsible for continuing expansion 
of general county government services. 
Some activities have been entirely abol- 
ished, such as fire, police, parks, and no 
employees now in the county government 
represent these services. 

As suggested in your editorial, a copy 
of this letter and an analysis of each de- 
partment affected will be filed with the 
current grand jury and, upon your further 
consideration of the matter, it is hoped you 
will endeavor to correct the inference of 
your recent editorial and thus assist in let- 
ting the public know the facts about ‘‘swol- 
len county employment.”’ 

County officials recognize the fairness 
in being called to account for their admin- 
istration of the public’s business, and this 
letter is not written in a spirit of contro- 
versy but in the belief of your desire to 
fairly express the facts in news and edi- 
torial columns.

On Free, Profit Basis

BELGRADE, Yugoslavia, March 22—Yugoslavia is 
about to abandon her involved system of forced industrial | 


production, and replace it with the traditional system of 
incentive production, with profits to be taxed progressively 
as in western capitalist countries. 


This policy decision, together 
with the recent decision to dis- 
continue collectivization of farms, 
may be regarded as the most 


profound modification in eco 
nomic planning by the Yugoslav 
government since the break with 
the Cominform in 1948 led to re- 
examination of Communist eco- 
nomic practices copied from the 
Soviet Union. 

The present complicated sys- 
tem involves estimating in ad- 
vance the desirable production 
levels, setting up proportionate 
percentages of ‘accumulation 
and fund’’ and in effect taxing 
business enterprises in advance 
according to rigid formulas. 


GOVERNMENT SHARES 
PROFTTS 


The tax technique through 
“accumulation and fund’ has 
long been regarded by western 
economists as a device to guar- 
antee the government its share 
of the profits of an enterprise 
before the rest is split among 
the workers. Imposition of this 
plan in satellite countries is un- 
derstood to have caused. great 
difficulties, particularly in 
Czechoslovakia. 

In the past Yugoslavia, along 
with other Soviet-domin&ted coun- 
tries, would frequently announce 
the achievement of plans by 100 
per cent or more, although these 
achievements frequently did not 
take into consideration the ef- 
ficiency and profit requirements 
that characterize production un- 
der the capitalist competitive 
system. 

Because of the complexities of 
present economic planning tech- 
niques, the projected changes are 
bound to be intricate. In sub- 
stance, they will provide that in- 
dividual enterprises may go 
ahead and do as efficient busi- 
ness as they know how and then 
pay taxes on the profits. 

An indication of the revised at- 
titude of Yugloslav Communist 
leaders was a statement attribut- 
ed to one of the most important 
officials in the country that ‘‘we 
are going to try capitalism with- 
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experienced men.

T he 2,500-member Georgia 
School Bus Association will op- 
pose any switch from adult to 
student drivers in the seperation 
of the state’s school busses. - 


Wilton Hill, executive secretary 
of the association, lists three 
principal reasons: 

1. Children are safer in the 
care of adult drivers. 

2. The adult drivers are citi- 
zens who have rendered years of 
community service at low pay 
and should not now be deprived 
of their jobs when they are at 
last getting reasonable remun- 
eration. 

3. The questions of adult or 
student drivers and public or 
private ownership of the busses 
should be left up to the individ- 
ual counties. 

State educational authorities 
are eyeing three proposals to re- 
duce the cost of transportation 
to the common schools. These 
are: (a) Employment of a trans- 
portation co-ordinator to stand- 
ardize bus routes and operations; 
(b) Public ownership of all school 
busses, and (c) the use of student 
drivers.

We 
are leaving it up to the counties 
whether they own the busses or 
contract for service. We feel the 
counties know better how to op- 
erate their own affairs. We feel 
that we have given years and 
years of service to our commu- 
nities. And now that our pay is 
up to a reasonable figure, we 
are not going to give up without 
a fight.”’ 

I. H. Dodd, assistant superin- 
tendent of Fulton County schools, 
in’ charge of transportation and 
attendance, says he does not be- 
lieve school children would be

drivers or disciplinarians. 


Dodd le. s toward continued 
use of adult drivers and has found 
the use of teachers as drivers a 
very satisfactory plan. Teachers 
in the low income brackets can 
supplement their wages by driv- 
ing busses, Dodd points out. And 
teachers, he said, can exercise 
better disciplinary control over 
children on the busses. 

But this plan also has its draw- 
backs, f*- Fulton official said, 
because it prevents teachers from 
attending faculty meetings at 
which they should be present. 

On the question of public own- 
ership, Dodd isn’t too sure it is 
more economical than contract 
operations with driver-owned 
busses, because of the many 
*‘hidden costs’’ involved. 

Dodd thinks county ownership 
is more satisfactory, however, 
because school officials have 
more control over the drivers, 
especially in the matter of chang- 
ing routes where needed in an 
area of constantly growing and 
shifting population.

Opposing Reports 
On Communist Rule

MAIZURI, Japan, Monday, 
March 23 —A shipload of 2,009 
Japanese came home today from 
years spent in China undef the Na- 
tionalists and the Reds. 

Some wept with emotion at the 
sight of their homeland. Others 
boldly quoted Communist propa- 
ganda themes. 

The repatriates, stranded in Chi- 
na since the end of World War II, 
docked hefe aboard the ship Koan 
Maru early today. 

Some described Red China as a 
paradise. Others said they were 
driven at “pistol point’ to labor in 
munitions factories. 

Some glowered at and shoved 
the only two American reporters 
aboard the ship when it docked. 
Others smiled and bowed gracious- 
ly. 

But nearly all talked about the 
new spotless China where “‘flies 
have been eliminated.’’ And they 
said that even the adults go to 
school for lectures on world af- 
fairs. 

The repatriates were the van- 
guard of some 30,000 Japanese Red 
China has offered to return. 

The Koan Maru carried men, 
women and children of all ages. 
Nearly all were from the Mukden 
area of Manchuria. 

They were well dressed and ap- 
peared well fed. 

A 25-year-old mechanic said he 
had learned in his study group 
that the U. S. used germ warfare 
and had bombed Manchuria. He 
said he was convinced this was 
true. 

A. 33-year-old housewife said 
South Korea invaded North Korea. 
She learned this in her adult study 
group, she said. 


But a- 23-year-old electrician said’

He said he per- 
sonally hated communism because 
it did not give him a chance to be 
an individual.

PARIS, March 22—Speaking of 
his visit to Washington next 
Wednesday, Rene Mayer, French 
premier, said ‘today that France 
was willing to help unify Europe 
if she were accepted as a world 
power and provided with the 
means to fulfill her role. 


He ‘thus defined the foreign 
policy for which he sought the 
support of the United States and 
of the French Parliament. 


“T shall speak to the United 
States,”’ he declared, ‘‘in the 
name of a country that is ready 
to participate in the construc- 
tion of Europe provided that its 
position as a world power is rec- 
ognized and that to it are guar- 
anteed the means of carrying 
out its mission — without its 
repudiating any of its responsi- 
bilities, without compromising 
through participation in Euro- 
pean undertakings the French 
Union formed of territories so 
diverse, races and beliefs so va- 
ried, all grouped around the 
mother country and resolved to 
assure her radiance and, strength 
among the free peoples.’’

In this long and somewhat), 


oratorical sentence touching the 
purpose of his forthcoming talks 
in Washington, Mayer gave his 
own formulation of the new 
doctrine, or the newly empha- 
sized doctrine, that has been 
heard with growing frequency 
since his government took office 
in January.

he had never heard of a rose 
being named for Lincoln or 
Washington. 


Mrs. G. G. Harris of Cal- 
houn, Ga., now comes to the 
defense of the First President, 
by sending along the following 
letter: 


“IT am so surprised that you 
do not know about the George 
Washington roses and also the 
Martha Washington roses. The 
George Washington is a white 
cluster rose, buds with a pink 
tinge, turning to white as the 
flowers open. Sometimes there 
are as many as fifty clusters, 
each containing from five to 50 
or 60 tiny roses. All are very fra- 
grant. 


“The Martha Washington rose 


is similar to the George, only 
the buds are smaller. It is 
pretty and dainty for corsages. 
I have one in my garden, the 
bush being rooted from my 
mother’s rose bush in middle 
Tennessee. I remember the 
rose from childhood, and have 
an idea that it was named for 
the president. My aunt had 
George Washington roses years 
ago.”’

The swallows fly back to 
Capistrano on a tall, cylindri- 
cal vase blown of clear crystal 
and designed by Gwen Lux, 
American sculptress. Legend 
has it that the parish priest in 
San Juan Capistrano, Califor- 
nia, was walking through the 
village one day when he heard 
swallows screaming in a near- 
by inn. 

BIRDS NEST UPROAR 


When he saw the proprietor 
smashing the bjrds’ nests with 
a broom the priest begged the 
swallows to take refuge in the 
mission. To this day the swal- 
lows return to Capistrano on 
St. Joseph’s day, March 19, 
after migrating in the autumn. 

A tapered vase is a replica 
of one designed in 1942 by Emil 
Lie, Norwegian sculptor and 
presented to the Crown Prin- 
cess*of Norway. The vase de- 
picts an old Scandinavian leg- 
end ‘‘East of the Sun and West 
of the Moon.”’ 


SHALLOW VASE 


A shallow plate of clear crys- 
tal is decorated with linear en- 
graving in an impressionistic 
vein. The late Christian Ber- 
ard, leading spirit of the Neo- 
Romantic group in Ffench art, 
was the designer. 

Others in the group are the 
Zodiac Bowl, a replica of a 
vase in the permanent collec- 
tion of the Victoria and Albert 
Museum, London, and the 
Merry-Go-Round Bowl, repro- 
duction of a vase presented to 
H. M. Queen Elizabeth by the 
President of the United States 
as a wedding gift in 1947.
